Robinson hi324 home runs in 10 seasons for the Cincinnati Reds and from 1960-62 led the 
league in slugging.  Robinson was an All-Star six times as a Red.  He is a member of both the 
Reds Hall of Fame and the Baseball Hall of Fame at Cooperstown.
